THE LEGISLATIVE 
PROCESS 
Both traditionally and Con­ 
stitutionally It la the duty of the 
legislative branch of our Fed­ 
eral government, Congr«**», to 
tfiitiate ana enact the legislation 
that becomes the law of the land. 
The Executive branch is charged 
with the responsibility of en­ 
forcing those laws duly enacted 
by Congress, and the Judiciary 
with the legal interpretation of 
those laws — in particular their 
compliance with the letter and 
the spirit of the Constitution. 
In recent tmtes much of this 
process, which was set forth in 
the Constitution and constitutes 
the division of powers so neces­ 
sary to safeguard and maintain 
©ur freedoms, has been altered 
and changed. The executive and 
the judiciary have, in recent 
years, taken to themselves more 
and more control than was origi­ 
nally assigned to them. The Con­ 
gress no longer seems inclined to 
initiate a legislative program of 
its own but tends to wait for the 
President to submit a detailed 
program of the legislation he 
wants enacted. While the Presi­ 
dent has always had the right to 
make suggestions to Congress, 
it should be the legislators them- 
aelves who decide what the over­ 
all progr am should be. Guided by 
the rarious reports made to them 
by the President, such as the 
general economic report and the 
budget message, the Congress 
should then decide what the 
needs of the country are and act 
accordingly.

proved by wheat growers in the 
referendum to be held on May 
21 ,1963, the program will have 
the following results:

Why Is Wheat in Trouble? 
Under the wheat program that 
has been available since 193«, 
the smallest acreage that could 
be set as the national wheat al­ 
lotment was 55 million acres. 
During the 5-year period, 1934 
through 1938, the average yield 
of wheat of the United States 
was 12A bushels an acre. Today, 
the 
national 
average 
yield 
is 
about 25 bushels per acre, double 
what it was back when the mini­ 
mum acreage allotment was set 
by law. Therefore, a national al­ 
lotment that could not be set 
any lower tha n56 million acres 
had been producing more wheat 
than could be used in the United 
States and exported. 
m addition, the old program 
permitted any farm to grow up 
to IS acres of wheat even when 
marketing quotas were in effect. 
The acres taken out of wheat 
production could be used for the 
production of feed grains and 
, other crops. The extra aerea of 
I feed trains added to the already 
heavy supplies of those trains. 
The carryover of wheat from 
previous crops when the

billion bushels. That carryover Is 
about equal to the best year of 
record for domestic use and ex­ 
ports—it is twice the stae of 
carryover considered adequate for 
national security and insurance 
against a short crop.
